farmer, to  scll  from whgon  or
#stand, inany of the palille streets in the eity of
Philadelphin, that are or may horeafter be np-
proprinted by City Couneils for the sale of farm
or garden produce in such gquantities ns he moy
B0 Bt—the ment of any animal which he may
Bave slanghtercd on hid farm, regardless whothier
B hak beon ralsed or fattencd by hiln.” This
Jaw at once opeved the door ton horde of men
who claim to be farmers, from the fnet that they
own or rent, In the ontskirts of the eity, o plot
of ground large enough w cultivate o fow veg
tables for thelr own wee, and on which to ereet o
slaugh ter<honso. .

In eonfirmation of this, let any one curlons in
Asuch matters visit the shangliter-houses seattered
all over the Gratz estate, northwest of Monument
Cemetery. These men buy np all the choup
aged cottle, infan! veal, n week or two old, and
dambe they can find, and retadl them upon the
pavements on Second strecet. There are wlso n
mumber of men who own furins, who find it
?ﬂf{‘) profituble to employ from one to six mon
ench, who act ne their azents in selling such
ment npon the strects.  Tostead of Second streot
being what it was years ago, o market for the
sale of farm produce by the farmer himself, this
Inw hins changed [ts chavicter entirely, and legully
fastencd upon the street a class of the very
lowest shinners and hucksters, who occeupy our

avements four days= in each week, allowing us

o days ont of gix for the unobstructed prose-
cution of our business. We desire that this

estion shonld be viewed as one of justive.

and tenants, who are heavily tixed, s{muld be
foreed to snbmit to #o gross an imposition, when
about seven-clghths of the owners and oceupants
of stores on the street ure o carnestly appealing
for it removal?

senting millions of doiinrs lnvested on the street,

A PROCLAMATION,
Whereas, Objocts of interest to the United
States reguire that the SBenate should be con-
vened at 12 o'clock on the 12th day of April,
I8, to receive and net npon gneh communicn-
Lions us miy e made o iton the part of the
Executive;

Now, thorefore, T, U, 8. Grant, Prosident of
the United States, have considered It to be my
duty to Issue this my proclomation, declaring
that wn extenordimmry  oceasion  requires the
Senute of the United States to convene fur the
trans=action of business ot the Capitol, in the oity
of Washington, on the 12th day of April, 1869, ot
12 o'clock noon on that day, of which all who
shull ot that thine be entltled o st as members
af that body aee hereby required to ke notiee,
Given under my hand and the seal of the
United States, at Washington, the Sth day of
April, in the year of our Lord 1860 and of the
independence of the United States of America
the ninety-third.

How Girant Worlks.

The President hins had his firse 1 day sinee his
inaugnration, and there wos some anxiety about
him all last SBatnrday, He s subject to “sick
headnches" —an infliction which so many are
compelled to endurée—and there was nothing
alnrming in the faet that he hod o recorrence of
hig old malady. He was very much prostrated the
previons day, and there is not o doubt that the at-
taek wis unusnally severe because of the exeite-
ment be has had o endure from the jmmense
office-sceking crowd, and from the controversy
over the Tenure-of-Office act. Hig physiciana
believe that these periodical headaches of his
nre aggravated by Ll,-i excessive smoklng. So
long us he led an active life in eamp he wos not
affeeted, but his life is now totally changed.
He is compelled to be in office, or at  least in-
doors, and subject to calls from 9 A. M. till mid-
night, It isa theory of some people that his
Husiness hours commence at 10 A M,, and that
they close at 4 P. M., but =uch is notthe fact,
He has to see Congressmen all the morning,
office-seekers  gencrally till  dinner, unless
he ig in Cabinet meeting, snd then after din-
ner he i stendily bored by Congressmen
agaln,  He rarely gets ont, even to ride,
now, Mr, Lincoln nsed always to endeavor to
get o ride out after dinner.  Mr. Sewnrd always
did it in the midst of the war, and unless President
Grant does It he will breask down, spite of his
iron constitution.  His immedinte friends shonld
see to it that he has plenty of daily‘exercise in
the fresh air, and diversion from the unpleasant
business of his otlice. If he can get over the
next three weeks he will be safe, for in that time
the great pressure will pass away.— Washington

A Roee for Life,
Ay exiraordinary trinl has just taken place in

the ITelund of Reinion—the Freneh posression
in the Indian Ocean. Pondicherry is a small
French  settlement in India—the last relic of

French power left In the Indinn empire. Bome
thne ngo a young corporal of French sepoys
pamed Thouvelln blew up a powder magazine,
The penalty for the offense is death, bat there
wis no proper tribunal at Pondicherry, and so
the eriminal had to be taken to the Island of Re-
union, many huondred miles distant.  After a
long vovage he urrived, was tried, and sentenced
to death.

Hortible to relate, his sentence could not be
carried out at Reunion, and he had to be “tuken
to the ploee whenee he came” to be executed.
He was put on board w war ship, and the long,
miserable voyoage huek commenced.  There was
a genernl outburst of s¥mpathy in Reunion, The
process of carrying n eriminaf this immense dis-
tunee to be put to death apponred muoch more
like Inhwnanity than justice, Publie opinion
wiis s0 strong that the sentenee was speedily com-
muted, and then the race for life commenced.
The fastest vessel in Rennion wuas seleeted snd
sont after the war ship, in the hope of overtaking
it and saving the e of the wretched man, This

consationn] oeenn race has been going on for
weeks, but it s not yet known which vessel
won, Happily, it does not matter. ‘The tele-

griaph, swifltes than steam, has earried the re-
prieve from Paris 10 Pondicherry.  An nnswer
has been reciived that nelther vessel Lins arviveil,
and thus, i the conviet cscapes the ocean, he
will excape death.
